On  the  great  seal  of  the  United  States,  America's  "trade  mark,"  are  written  the  words  "E  Pluribus  Unum"—  out  of 
many,  one.  One  union  of  many  states  ...  a  demonstration  of  teamwork  .  .  .  one  of  the  greatest  achievements  of 
the  founders  of  our  nation,  and  the  inspiring  challenge  to  each  succeeding  generation.

The  small  animal  mobile  truck  that 
pays  its  daily  visit  to  our  elementary  schools  is  there  for  you  to  inspect,  and  there's  a  special  treat 
in  store  for  you  when  you  look  in  on  the  classes  in  homemaking  education. 

Have  you  ever  asked  that  familiar  question,  "What  IS  Social  Studies?"  You'll  find  the  answer  at 
Booth  No.  24.  And  those  of  you  whose  children  are  grown  may  be  especially  interested  in  the 
booths  on  Adult  Education  or  Americanization. 


If  you  have  ever  had  a  doubt,  Pepper  Tree  Lane  should  prove  to  you  that  the  public  schools  of 
America  serve  all  people  of  any  age,  of  all  interests  and  of  all  backgrounds.

Physical  and  Health  Education 

Building  good  health  habits  is  an  important  part  of  today's  education.  The 
schools  of  Los  Angeles  give  every  student  an  opportunity  to  develop  and 
maintain  the  best  physical  and  mental  health  possible  to  him,  and  to  grow 
in  his  understanding  and  use  of  desirable  safety  practices.  Daily  physical 
education  is  now  a  State  requirement  for  every  child  in  the  public  schools. 


Today's  student  knows  the  meaning  of  a  balanced  diet.  He  learns  to  make  wise  choices 
in  the  school  cafeteria.  He  sees  a  positive  relationship  between  physical  and  mental 
health  and  knows  that  physical  fitness  depends  on  good  habits  in  the  areas  of  food, 
exercise,  rest,  and  recreation. 

But  today's  student  doesn't  stop  there— he  knows  that  he  has  a  responsibility 
to  help  raise  the  health  and  safety  standards  of  the  community,  and  to  do 
all  he  can  to  protect  himself  and  others  against  communicable  diseases. 

He  also  sees  the  need  for  a  continuing  program  of  wholesome  recreation 
and  activities  that  will  enable  him  to  maintain  the  necessary  physical  and 
organic  power  and  efficiency  for  adult  living. 

-  Music  - 


The  educational  values  of  music  are  many  and  varied.  Music,  being  a 
universal  language,  does  much  to  promote  world-mindedness.  Boys  and 
girls  singing  together  or  playing  together  the  great  music  of  all  nations 
forget  their  differences  of  birth  or  creed  or  nationality  and  unite  in  their 
appreciation  of  the  beauty  and  art  of  an  inspired  work  that  was  written  for 
all  to  enjoy. 


Besides  the  technical  skill  young  people  perfect  in  singing  and  playing  .  .  .  especially  for 
an  audience  .  .  .  they  learn  to  accept  criticism  gratefully,  and  to  work  enthusiastically 
as  part  of  a  group. 

Further,  they  learn  to  take  responsibility,  and  to  meet  emergencies  with  poise  and  good 
humor.  And  with  each  performance,  they  learn  the  joy  of  giving  pleasure  to  others. 

Self-control,  mental  alertness  and  good  human  relations  are  just  a  few  of  the  by¬ 
products  of  the  study  of  music. 

We  all  know  that  good  music  has  an  effect  on  the  spirit  of  man. 

It  enriches  our  lives  and  brings  us  a  sense  of  well-being.  The 
songs  we  sing  at  Christmas  and  Easter,  our  hymns  and  anthems 
and  other  sacred  music  bring  a  particular  joy  .  .  .  the  value  of 
tradition  which  gives  a  sense  of  security  and  stability. 


What  of  Zornomw? 


The  Los  Angeles  City  Schools  serve  more  children  than  the  schools  of  the  ten  next  largest  cities  in 
California  combined.  Moreover,  the  Los  Angeles  School  population  is  greater  than  the  total  com¬ 
bined  population  of  San  Diego  (203,000),  Long  Beach  (164,000),  and  Sacramento  (105,000). 

In  1900  there  were  57  schools  in  Los  Angeles  and  20,497  students.  Today,  the  Los  Angeles  school 
population  is  greater  than  the  total  population  of  the  entire  City  of  Los  Angeles  in  1900. 

Since  the  turn  of  the  century,  the  growth  of  the  City  .  .  .  and  consequently  of  our  school  population  has 
been  phenomenal.  Expressed  in  10-year  intervals  our  unbelievable  growth  is  shown  in  the  table  below:

What  of  Tomorrow? 

Careful  research  indicates  that  our  growing  pains  are  not  yet  over.  ...  By  1960,  experts  tell  us  that 
we  will  have  a  total  school  enrollment  of  700,000  .  .  .  necessitating  70  more  schools. 


In  the  meantime,  September  is  close  at  hand.  To  meet  the  immediate  needs  of  increased  enrollment 
and  further  reduce  half-day  sessions,  we  have  launched  a  fourth  emergency  building  program.  This 
will  take  care  of  6,845  elementary  pupils  in  187  classrooms.  We  are  also  building  34  emergency  units 
for  junior  high  school  pupils  and  33  for  senior  high  school  pupils  ...  a  total  of  254  emergency  class¬ 
rooms.  In  addition  to  this,  we  are  planning  ten  new  elementary  schools  —  permanent  buildings  —  to 
house  5,545  pupils. 

In  the  past  two  years  there  have  been  completed  1,905  classrooms.  Instead  of  the  28,451  pupils  on 
half-day  sessions  that  we  had  in  September,  1948,  there  are  now  8,126. 

Dynamic  leadership  and  a  constant  drive  to  keep  abreast  of  the  ever-growing  needs  will  ultimately 
result  in  adequate  facilities  for  all  of  the  children  of  this  great  City  on  a  full-time  basis. 


Our  goal  can  be  accomplished  —  but  only  through  complete  teamwork.
